Whoever “Campbell” may be, the letter he 
brought across the Atlantic from Major Douglas 
has reached Premier Aberhart; but without 
brightening the prospect that the Major will

THE INVESTMENT WOULD PAY 

Surely, if slowly, governments in Canada 
are becoming aware that scenery is worth some- 
thing, that it can be made to pay dividends in 
dollars, as well as in enjoyment and in cultural 
gain, 

The Government of British Columbia has 
just set aside 5400 square miles of virgin coun- 
try in the interior of Vancouver Island, to be 
kept and improved as a great provincial park 
and tourist resort. 


There is no danger that the British Colum- 
bia public will rise in arms against the with- 
drawal of this vast area from settlement and 
development. If objections come they will come 
from timorous politicians and from private 
parties with exploitatory ambitions. 


If the Government of Canada were to pro- 
pose to spend $100,000,000 paying wages to idle 
men to improve our national and provincial 
parks and the roadways leading to them, no 
objections would come from the general body 
of the taxpayers, who would rather spend 
money that way than hand it out as “doles.” 


And who can doubt that the investment, if 
the money were properly spent, would pay a 
good cash return each year for all time? The 
motor car has made “waste land’—hilly and 
mountainous country, dotted with lakes and 
traversed by streams—valuable. Our Govern- 
ments are too slow in recognizing the pos- 
| sibilities for profit, as well as for pleasure, that 
are thus placed within reach 


FINESSE IN EUROPE 

Hitler’s move has shifted the eyes of Europe 
from Ethiopia to the Rhineland. Perhaps it was 
intended to do that. In any case it is timed to 
fit into the plans of Mussolini, too nicely to be 
mere coincidence. 

The League last week sounded out Italy and 
Ethiopia on the subject of negotiating peace 
| Italy accepted the proposal in principle—but on 
condition that sanctions be lifted. 

Then Hitler invaded the Rhineland. Imme- 
diately the question arose whether Italy would 
stand with Britain, France and Belgium in en- 
forcing the Locarno pact. 

Rome despatches said Italy probably would 
} not. Paris despatches said France would soften 
its support of sanctions, or even propose their 
withdrawal, not wanting to be involved at one 
and the same time in a dispute with Germany 
and a clash with Italy. 

If Hitler and Mussolini are not playing to- 
gether to block the League and serve the ends 
of both, they are playing lone hands with sub- 
tantially the result. France is subjected 
“squeeze,” and the League has two rebel- 
lions against international law to deal with, 
instead of one. .

DO WE WANT MORE TAXES? 

The Calgary Albertan continues ® officially 
pillory Major Douglas, in absentia, as a rene- 
gade, and is encouraged to “observe that Mr 
Aberhart no disposition to temporize”’ 
with him. 

The Major is castigated as a civil servant 
who “has arrogated to himself the powers of a 
dictator’; who “not content to counsel his 
employers with regard to what they should do 
but orders them, in the curt language of a 
cablegram, to undo much they have already 
done’’—pile on more taxes, 

The official organ wants to know, “Who is 
this man Douglas that assumes more authority 
than any Government in the Empire? Takes 
upon himself the powers of a Mussolini or a 
Hitler but exercises them with less tact than 
either of these”? 

Further, “Why were you not here in that 
hour that seemed so critical to you instead of 
cabling us your afterthoughts at so much per 
discourteous word’? Such conduct, it is sug- 
gested, “will cast doubts upon a gentleman's 
honor.” 

All this because the Major wants to with- 
draw from the position of chief adviser to the 
Government of Alberta, for reasons summar- 
ized in the cablegrams and said to have been 
more clearly defined in the correspondence 
which the Government has not yet made public. 

Reasons which were echoed in the Major's 
statement in London on Monday: “I have always 
Strongly opposed increased taxation. It is true 
I have advised Premier Aberhart to cancel the 
plans for taxation recommended by his present 
adviser.” 

The Major, it will be noted, says and has 
repeatedly said, it is not necessary to impose 
more taxation upon the distress-ridden people 
of Alberta. Moreover, he offered to come along 
and set up the Social Credit machinery if the 
tax schemes were dropped. 

That would seem to be a_ proposal any 
reasonable-minded Government would welcome, 
instead of heaping abuse on the author while 
with-holding the correspondence in which his 
views are understood to have been set forth 
in some detail. 

Why not give the Major the chance he asks 
for, and the taxpayers the break he promises 
to give them? Is increased taxation without 
dividends preferable to present taxation plus

Overcome Eczema 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Eczema is one of the very common skin dis- 
orders. The skin becomes inflamed and exudes 
a moist fluid. When the exudation is marked, 
the condition is often called by the populat 
term “weeping” eczema. In those cases where 
exudation is not particularly noticeable, dry 
crusts or scales will be the 
characteristic feature, instead 
of the slow release of sticky 
fluid on the skin surface. 

In overcoming eczema it is 
very important to realize the 
difference between the un- 
derlying factors which are 
the true causes and the fac- 
tors which act as exciting 
causes. Anything which irri- 
tates the skin such as scratch- 
ing, chafing from woolen

underwear, or exposure to chemicais may serve 


as the exciting cause. However, these exciiing 
causes are not particularly important. The 
important causes are those which arise from an 
impure blood stream and which build up a spe- 
cial irritability of the skin. Such special 
irritability must first be présent before the 
exciting causes will have any marked effect 
The exciting causes are local causes—the true 
causes are systematic causes, 

It must be remembered that eczema 
monly occurs in a chronic form, that is, it bas 
a tendency to remain over a considerable period 
of time. During this period, acute flare-ups 
may occur and active inflammation may be 
superimposed on the chronic condition. 

In permanently overcoming eczema to the 
extent that the skin remains perfectly clear and 
normal without any sign of either a chronic 
or acute inflammation, the treatment must be 
directed to overcoming the systematic causes. 
The blood must be cleansed and purified and 
sufficient attention must be given to removing 
those causes on the inside which are constantly 
creating the skin irritation which shows on the 


com- 


outside. 

Instead of eczema being a skin disease, it is 
rather a disease of the entire body in which the 
chief symptoms take the form of a skin irrita- 
tion. An impure < ition of the blood 
usually the main cause and this is chiefly: due 
to the use of an tncorrect diet, lack of exercise, 
and constipation. The dietary causes are prob- 
ably the most important ones to be considered. 
When, as a result of eating the wrong foods, in 
wrong combinations, the blood becomes bur- 
dened with impurities, the excess will first be 
eliminated by way of the usual eliminative 
channels However, aS soon as burden of 
impure material becomes greater than can be 
| handled by the usual channels, an extra elimin- 
ative organ is needed. In those with a tendency 
to eczema or a predisposition to it, the skin will 
become the added climinative The 
body simply makes an effort to cleanse itself 
of impurities by throwing these out through 
the skin.

In 
other words, fasting for a short time will pro- 
duce a healing effect only obtained by dieting 
The reason for this is that 
during accumulated impurities 
rapidly eliminated by way of the regular chan- 
nels inasmuch as fasting increases the eliminat- 
ive work of the body. During the fast, elimin- 
ation takes place about four or five times 
quickly as it does when the patient is eating 
It is this extra elimination which so quickly 
purifies the blood stream and thus automatic- 
ally reduces the skin inflammation.

The CureFor Unemployment| | TUTADANCES | 
TO HIS HEART

With all due respect for the giant mentalities congregated in 
Ottawa, there is throughout all the solons in Parliament, an 
entire misunderstanding of the requisite factors ready for effi- 
cient action to cure unemployment 


The Minister of Labor says that the Government cannot build 
the nation out of unemployment. This is only a half truth. The 
government cannot do it by building structures to house members 
of the Civil Service; but the Government does not need to get 
into the building trade. The urgent and plain duty of the Gov- 
ernment is to make construction money available at reasonable 
rates of interest and reasonable terms of repayment to any man, 
of big or small degree, who wants to construct or improve fixed 
assets in Canada, on the security of such fixed assets. The nation 
will immediately build itself out of unemployment. Credit is the 
missing factor in national reconstruction 


A talented member for the city of Toronto takes the oppesite 
view; claiming that the government can build unemployment out 
f existence. This also only a half truth. It is true that the 
government can, by bringing railway transportation to the last 
great Canadian west in the Peace River Empire, bring into active 
account resources now dormant having an actual value greater 
than the total amount of the public debt of Canada; but the 
building of the fixed assets, made profitable by the furnishing of 
railway transportation, must be undertaken by the thousands 
who will take part in the resulting major movement of popula- 
tion.

Ten million dollars spent in railway construction, will bring 
at least ten billion dollars worth of resources in line for deveiop- 
ment: creating new business for every community in Canada. The 
only necessity is to substitute action for eloquence
